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DETAILED ACTION 

The amendment and remarks filed on January 23, 2002 and the disclaimer 
filed on February 6, 2002 have been acknowledged and entered. 
Claims 1 -6, 9-11, 1 7, and 51 -70 are pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 4, and 60-61 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 4, line 2, " the step of lacks antecedent basis (see paper No. 6). 
Claim 60 is indefinite because specific step of removing excess solvent has not 
been recited. 

In claim 61 , line 2, " at least two rollers" lacks antecedent basis. 
The double patenting rejection stated in paper No. 6 has been withdrawn in view 
of the terminal disclaimer. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
Invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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4. Claims 1-6, 10-11, 17, and 51-70 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Aoki (5,509,353) in combination with MacPhee et al. (4,344,361) new 
reference. 

Aoki as discussed supra in paper No. 6 teaches all limitation with the exception of 
immersing the cleaning web in the solvent contained in a container, the solvent, and 
cleaning with strip of cleaning fabric as claimed. 

MacPhee et al. teach an automatic blanket cylinder cleaner having a cleaner 
fabric adapted to contact the blanket cylinder. A cleaning cloth supply roller provides 
cloth for the cloth take-up roll. The reference also teaches that the blanket cylinder is 
wiped clean of all ink using a cloth dampened with ink solvent. See the abstract, col. 1, 
lines 35-56, col. 4, lines 10-18. The reference teaches the hydrocarbon solvent as 
claimed. See col. 4, lines 56-64, col. 5, lines 38-57, col. 7, lines 57-60The reference 
teaches using the cloth stripe as claimed. See col. 8, lines 10-23, and the document in 
general. 

It would have been obvious for one skilled in the art to use the cloth strip and the 
solvent taught by MacPhee et al. in the Aoki process to enhance the cleaning process. 

5. Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Aoki in 
combination with MacPhee et al. as applied to claims 1-6, 10-11,17, and 51-70 above, 
and further in view of Knaul et al. 

Aoki in combination with MacPhee et al. as discussed supra do not teach 
squeezing the excess solvent from the strip as claimed. 
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Knaul et al. as discussed supra in paper No. 6 teach the squeezing step as 
claimed. 

It would have been obvious for one skilled in the art to provide the cylinder 
cleaning system of Aoki, as modified by MacPhee et al. with pressure roller to more 
effectively remove the excess cleaning solvent from the cleaning web. 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-6, 9-11, 17, and 51-70 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.

7. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
